The war In Egypt- 


SuAKfM, March 3,—Tho British ~ troops 


entered Tokmnt noon on Saturday. A few 
shots were exchanged with the enemy, when 
the 4,000 rebels who were holding tbe town 
ded. Osnmn Dlgma Is encamped eighteen 
miles distant from Suaklm. A battle Is ex- 
pected with him when tbe British troops re- 
turn to Suaklm from Tokar. Alitlie reports 
commend the steadiness with vrnch tbe Brit- 
ish troops moved on Tub. jrbe square In 
which they advanced to battle was never 
broken. Tho determination ind bravery of 
the rebels Is shown by the fact that when they 
were charged by the cavalry, great numbers 
of them threw themselves upon their backs 
on the ground and speared the Monies of the 
troopers an they dashed over them. 


After the battle Baker Pasha and Admiral 


Hewitt returned to Trlnkltat. The soldiers 
and sailors heartily cheered Baker Pasha,who 
was so severely wounded that he was unable 
to walk. The veterans wbo took part In tlie 
battle say they never met a more resolute foe. 
The enemv'd trenches wero found to be com- 
pletely filled with corpsoa. 


LONDON, March 2 
Admiral Hewitt led the 


marines lu the attack on Teb. The surgeons 
behaved nobly. Queen Victoria has sent a 
telegram congratulating the troops on their 
victory. General Graham telegraphs as fol- 
lows: "Tokar |g relieved. The rebels bad 
lield the town einoe February 16th,oppressing 
thB'earrlscn and tbe Inhabitants. The rebels 
have lied to the mountains. Tha rebels' Runs 
at Teb were seized by the Egyptian soldiers. 
The Arabs at Uoudeldda hayo declared In 
favor of El Mahdl, and the governor has 
just teloffiaplied to Sennaar for some troops." 


LOSDON, March 3. The Times sas s: We 


understand orders have bccu sent General 
Graham to return forthwith from Tokar and 
arrange for tlie immediate return ot troops to 
England and Egypt, The people of Tokar 
kissed General Urabam's hand at he entered 
town and there was great rejoicing. The 
enemy acknowledge fifteen hundred of their 
number were killed. 


LONPON, March 3.—In the lords Earl 


Urauvllle said the report of the Immediate 
withdrawal of British troops from the Sonrian 
were absolutely untrue. This statement was 
received with loud cheers. 


SiurtrM, March. 3.—General Graham will 


send Egyptian troops found at Tokar to join 
the garrison at Suaklm. English troops will be 
withdrawn to Teb, whence after receiving 
supplies ot water, provisions and munitions 
thcy_wlll_adyarteo to_Tan)iuho. Before the 
British rerlew the attack Osman Dlgma will 
be offered a conference. Five thousand rebels 


'ho lied fromTokar when the British entered 


on Saturday joined Osmaii JDIgina. Only 
one thousand ot them are Soudanese, the root 
being fanatics sent fiom Kordofan and Dar- 
four. If Osman Dlguia refuses to surrender 
It la expeefeU-the resrof the mues under tnetr 
sheiks will exprew their desire to come to 


England1! EBJpti«n Policy. 


LONDON, March 3. A lively scene oco.uued 


In tbe house of commons this afternoon. 
Questions were put the government regarding 
the condition ot nfTtlra In Egjpt, which the 
government refused to »n«wer, wherwipon 
great excitement arose. Sir Wilfred Lawsbo, 
radical, moved that the house adjourn In 
order to discuss" the Soudan problem. He 
made a violent att»-k on the government, 
charging It with blood-guiltiness, butchery 
•nd j Ingolsm, Gladstone replied to the strict- 
ures of Sir Wilfred Lawson and Justified the 
policy the government had been pursuing. He 
asserted that It was necessary to hold Suaklm 
for the present In order to keep dowu the slave 
trade. Nartbcote said the lack of coherency 
In the government's Egyptian policy caused 
the misfortune in the Soudan. It was the 
duty of the government, he thought, to bol 
state their future policy.

Churchlll expressed the greatest astonishment 
that the ministry should not reply to North- 
cote. Hartlngton, secretary-of .state for war 
stated that the British would retire from 
Suaklm as DOOD as compatible with tbe safety 
of the town. Tho motion of adjournment 
was rejected.

When little Phil Sheridan- came from Win- 
chester and met bis array retreating In dis- 
order, he said, "Turn round, boys, go back." 
The affrighted mob we.re. compelled to turn 
and advance, because they felt as. an ancient, 
wrlterhas said, "the cords of'a man." There 
wa? nothing of weaknixM displayed by them 
in their desire to follow him as their leader. 
The- fact that there have boon, and there are, 
leaders'ot humanity, tends-to keep human 
beings In compact and organized bodies. So, 
the more a nation extends its civilization, the 
higher and vaster the Influence which Its 
great man exert. Urntei force Is nothing as 
compared with.intelligent.fofce. In fine the' 
degree- of progress a nation attains .Is 
gauged by the strength and Influence its great, 
men exert. 


It this statement is true, It will not surprise 


you if. I remark that tho most widespread ays* 
teins of religion'rest on the. personality of 
somft great man. The history of some great 
prophetic religions have shown this. The fol- 
lowers of Confucius and Buddha are numbered 
by scores of millions.. Six or seven million of 
Jews scattered throughout the world still fol- 
low (he teachings of-Moses. And the^ uni- 
versal.rcllp[Ion..pf the future will gather its 
truth and power not from the.fact that It 
rest's on a creed or'a ritual, but on a person. 
If tliis be true, it is natural for us to look and 
seek for a leader, but It is unnecessary for us 
lo look for faiui, he has come and proved his 
power. 1 fearlessly predict that in the future 
the sou of man is able lu do what .he has al- 
ready done. What then 'are some of tho 
ways during tlie last • eighteen centuries that 
Christ has carried aloft his glorious banner'.' 
First,vClirtst made his power felt by demand- 
ing a moat upright purity of heirt nnd life on 
the part of his followers. The ancient world 
did not feel -tills necessity for a p'urlty of 
lte.:- 
Socrates and Plato were the arcat moral 


teachers of Greece, but they limited on with 
an easy tolerance U|«n tho dissipations and 
vices of their times. The Christian church is 
far from purity, but in this respect it Is far in 
advance of other organizations. . 


In the second place Christ made his power 


felt by his ministrations 16 Hie necessities of 
the poorest and weakest classes of the society 
of his Iibicr7lle~cani6 to eOek and" to save 
tllat which was lost. TlirooRhout His minis- 
try he was engaged In preaching the gospel 
to the poor. 


The church lias extended this divine con- 


sideration f.ur the weak and puor. All kinds 
of boticlicent and charitahic Institutions arc 
only tho bloom nnd fruit of tlie teachings and 
life of Christ;

I hardly need to say anything In regard to 


Hie condition of woman under the Christian 
dispensation. When Christ canie he raised 
woman from her place of degradation,-arid 
slavery iu society, and made her honored and. 
respected.

The church also followed his example in tills 


respect, arid the Christians were eveir re- 
proacliid' dating the middle agu because 
' 


during the last eighteen centuries wo find that 
wofliau has steadily moved forward. Christ 
lias led llio world up to tho recognition of tho 
right of every man lo.bo u man, by allowing 
him life, liberty nnd tbo pursuit of happiness. 
The ancient world places slaves,upon tin) 
level of brutes, uven thu mild philosopher 
Marcus Aurellus classes slaves as nnjumls.' 
Christ uttered not a word agalnt slavery, but 
tho principles which he. taught destroyed all 
(llstlncilons of race ami caste. SI. Paul declares 
.there is no distinction between bond.aud free. 
True slavery survived until our'own day, but 
many good men In the; church felt it to~bo an 
ovll. - MiHiyrpppafert yirntMN wero made bv 
'religious bodies against it during Its existence, 
and though it was abolished ^by thcswo'rd, 
yet who can doubt but .that dhrist was fti It. 
AnoUicr dltcctloil.lu which-. Christ maintains 
his power as a leader is by tho advoca.cy of 
'tho.equal distribution of tiie'profits of Jabor. 
Clirlst never • fonlen ted strjfa between llio 
laboring classes arid the capitalists.- He also 
taught the dlgnlty-of hunmn Inbor, by Ills fru- 
gality, thrift and Industry.' Capital and labor 
are not In antagonism -wllli .each other when 
tho . rights 'of 
each''are respected.1 Co- 


operatiou is lu tlie direct, line of Christ's 
teaching. . All which is sound in the Bocinfl.'t 
doctrine gets• inspiration, ffom the JJazarene' 
carpenter, iu hue, he who follows Christ 
closely becomes a good citizen himself .and 
infuses a healthy influence to the community 
of which ho is a.member. 
Christ further 


taught th« relations which nations should sus- 
tain to-each other. N,atiogs are slowlvAmov- 
ing towards arbitration instead of war. Peace 
among all men and peace among all peoples • - 
was desired and -taught by tite.teachings of 
Chrkt. • The time Is coming when Christ will 
be king of a kingdom of peace and good will. 
Science, art and literature cannot satisfy the 
desire of. tbc huuiau- heart for a leader..
